An ISE Port or Law.—An action was 
brought on Friday in the Court of Queen’s Bench, Lon- 
don, sitting in banco, by Blenkarn and another, against 
the Great Central Gas Company. It arose out of a con- 
flagration which took place about twelve months ago in 
W ood-street, Cheapside, whereby an immense amount of 
property was destroyed. ‘The plaintiffs are owners of 
premises in Wood-street, and they brought their action 
against the company to recover damages on account of 
the injury done to their property, through an explosion 
of gas, whereby a house situate next door to the plain- 
tiffs’ was fired in the first instance, and then the fire was 
communicated to the plaintiffs’ premises, and so on 
throughout a large district. The case came before the 
court on a demurrer to the plaintiffs’ declaration, and 
raised a most important question as to the remedies of 
householders against those on whose premises a fire, if 
caused by negligence, originally broke out. The defend- 
ante’ objection was that the damage alleged was not saf- 
ficiently connected with the negligence ascribed to the 
defendants to fix them with liability. Mr. Lush, for the 
company, urged that it ought, at all events, to have been 
alleged that in consequence of the explosion, and without 
any negligence on the part of the intermediate owner, 
the fire reached the plaintiffs’ house and consumed it. 
But even then, he should contend, that the fire upon the 
plaintiffs’ premises was not in the eyes of the law the 
natural consequence of the explosion upon the defend- 
ants’, The Lord Chief Justice said that although the 
court were very far from considering such a claim to be 
unsupportabl:, yet it was not necessary to decide the 
point then, as the defendants could raise precisely the 
same question under their plea of not guilty, And if 
the detendants could prove negligence on the part of the 
intermediate owner, the defence now urged by Mr.; Lush 
would be upheld by the jury.

Sin,—Much has been said and written lately, and many 
suggestions offered in connection with the great fires in this 
city, and one thing forces itself upon my mind, that there 
should be some sort of appliance at hand to save, 
at least, the lives of the inmates of the burning houses. 

It was stated in evidence before the coroncr, “ there 
was one fire escape, owned by the Corporation of the city 
of Dublin.“ 

One fire-escape !!! What a disgrace to the second city of 
the Empire. It was said the ( rporation purposed getting 
five fire-escapes, the maintenance of which would be about 
£300 a-year. Now, it a to me that in order to the 
perfect security of life against accidents of this nature, il 
would be necessary, in a city like Dublin, to have at least one 
escape of this description to every four or five streets, because 
if the escapes would take as long to reach the scene of action

In almost every house in Dublin there is a space or recess 
between what is called (in the trimming of a window) the

and quietly walk into the street; or, if rope be considered 
objectionable, smnil iron chains, with stout wire or chain 
rungs, may be substituted. 

I have just come from America, where fires are almost of 
daily oceurrence, and, from what I know of their appliances 
for putting out fires, Í feel confident in saying that, with the 
usual promptness of the Amerwan Fire Companies, the re- 
cent Dublin fires could never have reached to the extent 
they did; they would have been checked, and finally put 
out, before one half the damage that has been done was done, 

It may be, however, that your engines are not of the best 
description. | kaow that the best engines now constructed in 
America throw from 1 to 5 streams at a time, at pleasure, 
of course increasing the power as you increase the stream, one 
stream requiring about 44 men on the breaks, while 5 streams 
would require about 100 men. These engines are of very light 

on, and are very easily hauled about byafew men. | 
have lately witnessed the performance of one of these 
engines in a little town in Western Canada. The rear wing 
of a wooden building was in flames the engine being 
placed im position, with about 50 men on the breaks, 
and drawing ber supply of water through a suction 
hose abont feet long, completely extioguished the fire in 
about 16 minutes. | may remark that this engine now stands 
Al in America, having carried sway the silver speaking 
trumpet, value £75, constructed in London for the Corpora- 
tion of Montreal, competed for by ail fire-engines in Ame 
rica at the trial of engines upon the occasion of the recent 
visit of his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to that 
city, She also carried off the silver speaking-trumpet, value 
£50, presented by Mr. Biackall, the present superimtendent 
of the Grand Trunk Railway, competed tor at the same time 
only by fire engines from Canada.
